THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Frances- 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March  next  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Selectmen,  or  make  any  alterations  in  the  same 
and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  finance 
the  same  as  finally  adopted. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars,  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  future  fire  truck  replacement,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
reserve  from  all  available  Summer  Highway  Funds,  not  less 
than  one  thousand  five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  for  road 
maintenance  after  September  1,  inasmuch  as  they  are  respon- 
sible for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  the  discharge  of  duties  of 
the  Highway  Agent  under  the  Rev.  Laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  Chap.  96,  Sec.  9. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars  to  repair  the  roof  and  doors 
of  the  Hearse  House  in  Cemetery  No.  3,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  the  handling  of  cemetery  appropriated  funds  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  town  departments,  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
eliminate  from  future  annual  reports  the  section  entitled 
"Detailed  Statement  of  Payments." 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Selectmen  post  all 
property  bought  for  taxes  thirty  (30)  days  after  such  purchase, 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 


9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  future  highway  equipment,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  portable  forest 
fire  pump,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  the  Stagecoach  on 
loan  with  A.  F.  Desgrosielliers  of  Greenville,  N.  H.  for  safe 
storage  and  exhibit  to  the  public,  with  the  assurance  of  its 
return  on  reasonable  notice  for  local  exhibition,  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
keep  separate  accounts  of  the  Fire  Department  Funds.  One  for 
the  Forestry  appropriation  and  the  other  for  the  Town  Fire 
Department  appropriation,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  join  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  fifty-nine  dollars  and  seventy  cents 
($459.70)  for  the  expenses  of  the  building  committee  appointed 
by  Article  9  of  the  1957  Warrant,  being  the  unexpended  balance 
of  the  sum  originally  voted,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  to  be 
placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  town  buildings,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  razing  the  present  Fire  Station 
and  erecting  on  the  si  ce  of  said  F  ire  Station  a  new  Town  Build- 
ing to  house  the  Town  f  re  equipment  and  provide  office  space 
for  Town  offices  so  that  said  building  shall  be  a  combined  Fire 
Station  and  Town  Office  Building,  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  withdraw  all  monies  from  the  Town  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  Buildings,  being  the  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hund- 
red ($4,500.00)  and  apply  same  toward  the  cost  of  said  build- 
ings, and  further  to  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
balance  of  the  cost  of  said  building  through  the  issuance  of

Town  equipment  on  land  of  the  Town,  and  to  see  whether  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  through  the  is- 
suance of  serial  notes  or  bonds  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  and 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  the  said  serial  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  issued  in 
accordance  with  Municipal  Finance  Act,  Revised  Laws  An- 
notated, Chap.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Board  of  Selectmen  January  2,  1958 

Francestown,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Fire  Wards  hereby  submit  their  report  for  the  year  1957. 

The  cost  of  operation  of  the  dept.  was  moderate  and  once 
again  we  were  able  to  return  part  of  the  Town  Appropriation. 

It  was  our  intention  to  purchase  a  new  portable  pump,  the 
funds  to  come  from  the  general  operating  budget.  However  due 
to  unexpected  emergency  repairs  to  the  motor  of  the  G.M.C. 
Tanker,  we  were  unable  to  acquire  this  pump.  It  is  expected 
to  be  possible  in  1958. 

We  again  call  the  public's  attention  to  the  physical  condition 
of  the  fire  station.  Deterioration  continues  both  outside  and 
inside  of  the  building.  The  ceiling  of  the  second  floor  is  falling 
by  sections  and  the  outside  walls  are  farther  out  of  line.  We 
believe  it  should  be  replaced  as  a  matter  of  safety  alone. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  is  in  reasonably  good  con- 
dition considering  the  limited  budget. 

Civil  Defense  equipment  is  either  carried  in  the  trucks  or 
stored  in  the  station. 

For  the  second  year  we  were  fortunate  in  having  NO  LOSS 
by  fire  of  structures.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  are  practicing  fire  prevention  to  everyone's  ad- 
vantage. 

The  Volunteer  Fire  Company  continues  to  use  its  funds  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Dept.,  and  has  again  matched  town  funds  for 
truck  replacement. 

We  appreciate  the  help  and  assistance  of  the  townspeople 
and  town  depts  during  the  year..

Those  who  graciously  opened  their  homes 
were:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Curtis  Prest,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick 
Thompson,  Mrs.  and  Mrs.  Roger  Clark,  The  Reverend  and 
Mrs.  William  Rice  and  Miss  Margery  Foster.  Mrs.  Curtis  Prest 
and  Mrs.  Louis  Wiederhold  were  chairmen  of  this  very  successful 
day. 

A  square  dance  was  held  that  evening  in  the  Town  Hall. 

One  thoudand  dollars  was  allocated  for  repairs  on  the  dam  at 
the  north  end  of  the  Village.  This  dam  creates  a  water  hole  for 
fire  protection  and  a  fishing  and  skating  area  for  recreation. 

The  Society  provided  funds  for  the  spraying  of  trees  on  town 
property,  and  cared  for  the  planting  around  the  War  Memorial 
and  the  Town  Hall.  Funds  were  provided  to  send  a  Frances- 
town  boy  to  Boy's  State. 

The  Society  maintains  Veterans'  Field,  the  Historical  Rooms^ 
the  raft  on  Scobie  Pond,  provides  a  lighted  Christmas  tree  for 
the  Village  Green  and  makes  contributions  to  the  Christmas 
party  and  to  the  library. 

Our  very  successful  Labor  Day  celebrations  provide  the 
funds  for  all  of  the  projects  undertaken  by  the  Improvement 
Society.

From  the  State  Library  we  borrowed  337  books,  and  from  the 
Bookmobile  393. 

A  summer  resident  gave  her  usual  gift  of  $20  for  reference 
books,  chiefly  on  colonial  arts,  a  group  of  books  almost  con- 
tinually in  use.  Mrs.  Maclnnes  gave  a  check  of  $10  for  books; 
another  donor  gave  $5  and  Mrs.  David  Howell  gave  $15.  The 
card  party  produced  over  $125,  and  the  Doll  Fund,  collected  by 
the  Improvement  Society  on  Labor  Day  was  augmented  by  the 
Society  for  a  total  gift  of  $75.00. 

An  unusual  opportunity  came  to  the  Library  this  year  for 
acquiring  part  ownership  in  a  group  of  especially  important  and 
expensive  books.  An  anonymous  donor  placed  $1,000  in  what  is 
called  the  Shieling  Trust  Fund  operated  by  the  State  Library  to 
be  used  as  an  experiment  in  cooperative  book  buying.  New 
Boston,  Mason,  Greenfield,  and  Francestown  were  the  libraries 
chosen  for  this  adventure,  the  choice  being  made  on  the  basis 
of  current  activities,  town  support,  and  plans  for  progress.  Mrs. 
Kunhardt  and  the  Librarian  attended  the  exploratory  meeting 
at  Milford  in  March,  and  all  the  following  meetings  which  have 
taken  place  every  few  weeks  alternately  in  the  chosen  towns. 
We  look  over  new  books  and  ask  for  any  we  think  we  can  use, 
regardless  of  cost.  All  four  libraries  have  to  agree  on  each  book 
chosen.  We  exchange  books  whenever  we  meet  and  they  are  the 
permanent  property  of  the  four  libraries.  Each  library  will  house 
approximately  one  quarter  of  the  books  when  purchasing  is 
completed. 

In  May  the  annual  State  Library  meetings  in  Concord  wei'e 
attended  by  Mrs.  Thompson,  Mrs.  Kunhardt,  and  the  Li- 
brarian. The  latter  also  attended  the  regional  meetings  in 
Newport  in  September,  and  meetings  in  Concord  in  the  spring 
relating  to  the  certification  of  librarians,  which  is  a  step  in  the 
direction  of  improving  library  service,  undertaken  by  the  State 
Library  Association. 

In  January  Miss  Jane  Basset  visited  the  Library  with  fifteen 
deaf  children  from  Crotched  Mt.  Children's  Center.  In  May 
Mrs.  Louis  Davis  came  with  a  dozen  members  of  the  Reading, 
Mass.  Woman's  Club  to  visit  the  Library  and  Historical  Rooms. 
A  fine  old  building  having  been  given  to  the  town  of  Chester, 
N.  H.,  a  committee  of  Friends  of  the  Library  was  sent  here  to 
see  what  had  been  accomplished  in  transforming  the  Titus 
Brown  home  into  the  present  Library.   These  visitors,  as  usual, 
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went  away  with  enthusiasm,  even  though  we  are  a  long  way 
from  being  completely  renovated  and  useful. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Woodworth  has  designed  some  bookplates  for 
special  library  books,  using  the  library  doorway  for  the  motif. 

Our  famous  Clipper  Ship,  owned  by  Mrs.  Dana  Hill,  was  in 
need  of  repairs  and  Bruce  McAdam  provided  the  necessary 
professional  talent.    "She"  is  now  ship-shape. 

The  library  lawn  has  at  last  had  some  attention  and  the 
success  of  the  endeavors  of  Mr.  Kunhardt  and  Mr.  William 
Lord  in  remaking  the  lawn  was  gratifying,  especially  consider- 
ing the  abnormally  dry  season,  overcome  by  the  persistent 
watering  by  Mr.  Kunhardt  and  the  generosity  of  Miss  Alice 
Hall  and  Miss  McKinlay   whose  well  provided  the  water. 

The  unusually  fine  exhibit  of  children's  art  work,  directed  and 
arranged  by  William  Childs  of  Milford,  was  permitted  to  stay 
in  the  library  until  April.  We  hope  for  similar  work  in  this 
town. 

Mrs.  Robert  Caskie  and  Mrs.  Kunhardt  arranged  an  exhibit 
of  arts  and  crafts  made  at  the  Vacation  Church  School  by  the 
children.  This  also  was  much  enjoyed.  Two  children,  on  their 
own,  have  made  special  contributions:  Rip  Van  Winkle  and 
Miss  Hickory  are  character  dolls  from  famous  stories,  made  by 
Willis  Hadley  and  Debbie  Stewart. 

Miss  Bertha  Marden  of  Goffstown,  shared  with  us  many 
beautiful  things — textiles,  potteries,  character  dolls — which  she 
brought  from  her  recent  trip  to  Guatemala. 

Classes  in  Tole  Painting  have  been  held  at  the  Library  during 
the  year. 

This  year's  paid  assistant  at  the  desk  has  been  Sarah  Nazro 
of  the  eighth  grade. 

As  usual  there  have  been  many  visitors  during  the  year  and 
especially  on  Open  House  Day  in  July  and  on  Labor  Day, 
several  hundred  altogether.

Town  History  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  TREE  COMMITTEE 

At  Town  Meeting,  March  12,  1957,  it  was  voted  to  have  the 
Selectmen  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  the  con- 
dition of  the  shade  trees  in  the  village,  both  on  private  and  town 
property,  and  to  work  with  the  Selectmen,  property  owners, 
telephone  and  electric  companies  and  other  sources,  in  re- 
moving and  replacing  dangerous  trees;  said  committee  to  report 
at  next  Town  Meeting  cost  of  continuing  project  which  will 
include  cost  of  new  trees. 

The  Committee  investigated  the  shade  trees  in  the  village  in 
cooperation  with  the  F.  A.  Bartlett  Tree  Expert  Co.,  repre- 
sented by  Harry  F.  Melendy  of  Milford.  The  recommendations 
included  trimming  of  dead  wood  from  trees,  installing  cables, 
and  taking  down  dead  trees.  By  having  this  work  done  in  the 
winter,  substantial  reduction  in  cost  was  obtained.  The  repre- 
sentatives of  the  telephone  and  electric  companies  inspected  the 
village  and  offered  financial  assistance  in  removing  a  few  trees 
which  interfered  with  their  lines. 

Letters  were  written  to  all  hom_ecwners  in  the  village,  stating 
the  work  recommended  and  cost  thereof.  Numerous  replies 
were  obtained  so  that  many  private  trees  will  be  cared  for  in 
addition  to  those  on  town  land. 

The  cost  of  continuing  the  care  of  the  Town  Trees,  including 
replacement,  should  not  exceed  $150  per  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

To  comply  with  the  action  called  for  by  Article  9  of  the  War- 
rant for  Town  Meeting  held  March  12,  1957,  the  moderator  of 
that  meeting  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  the  under- 
signed to  study  the  type  of  building  needed  to  house  the  Fire 
Trucks  and  Town  Equipment,  and  to  develop  preliminary 
building  plans  and  estimates.  The  committee  herewith  submits 
its  report. 

1.  Responsible  opinions  having  been  obtained  from  three 
engineers,  whose  reports  are  on  file,  we  are  agreed  that  under  no 
circumstances  should  the  present  building  be  adapted,  altered, 
or  continued  in  use  as  a  Fire  Station  any  longer  than  is  neces- 
sary.   Alteration  of  the  present  building  to  include  both  the 
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Fire  Trucks  and  Town  Equipment,  or  even  alteration  to  include 
only  the  Fire  Trucks  is  impractical  and  unsatisfactory,  not  only 
because  of  costs  and  construction  problems  involved,  but  also, 
and  more  importantly,  because  the  resulting  structure  would 
still  be  inadequate  for  the  amount  of  equipment  we  now  have, 
let  alone  any  greater  amount. 

2.  While  we  were  agreed  that  the  present  site  was  an  excellent 
one,  efforts  were  initiated  to  obtain  another  site,  in  order  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  tearing  down  the  present  building.  Three 
other  possible  sites  were  agreed  upon,  the  owners  were  written 
to,  but  efforts  to  obtain  another  site  have,  to  date,  been  fruit- 
less. We  are  therefore  agreed  that  the  present  site  must  be 
used,  with  the  resultant  demolition  of  the  present  structure. 

3.  In  order  to  develop  the  best  building  for  the  Town,  the  Fire 
Company  and  the  Road  Agent  were  requested  to  submit  in 
writing  their  minimum,  requirements  for  such  a  building.  With 
these  in  hand,  we  proceeded  to  draw  up  among  ourselves 
preliminary  plans  embodying  these  ideas. 

4.  At  this  point,  these  plans  were  submitted  to  qualified 
people  for  an  estimate,  and  it  immediately  becam.e  apparent 
that  the  cost  of  a  building  large  enough  to  house  both  sets  of 
equipment  was  far  out  of  line  with  what  we  felt  the  Town  should 
be  asked  to  spend,  both  as  to  initial  cost  and  cost  of  main- 
tenance and  heating. 

5.  We  are  therefore  agreed  that  a  less  expensive  method  of 
handjing  the  problem  is  to  build  a  separate  structure  to  house 
the  Town  Equipment  on  existing  Town-owned  land,  of  a 
simpler  nature  and  of  less  expensive  materials.  Such  a  building, 
three  bays  wide,  with  one  bay  insulated  and  with  a  concrete 
floor,  provision  for  repair  facilities  and  a  space  heater,  can  be 
built  for  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $5,000.00. 

6.  Having  eliminated  the  Town  Equipment  from  considera- 
tion in  the  same  building  as  the  Fire  Trucks,  we  then  proceeded 
to  develop  a  single-purpose  building,  with  the  architectural 
assistance  of  Mr.  Frank  Kendall,  whose  valuable  contributions 
are  hereby  most  gratefully  acknowleged.  At  this  point,  in  order 
to  obtain  structural  and  engineering  specifications  for  the 
concrete  floor,  and  to  obtain  more  accurate  cost  figures,  we 
placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Tracy  &  Hildreth, 
Architects,  of  Nashua.  Their  plans  will  be  shown  at  Town 
Meeting. 

7.  Four  preliminary  estimates  on  file  with  the  committee, 
which  include  all  painting  and  interior  finish  work,  have  led  us 
to  believe  that  a  new  Fire  Station  can  be  built  for  a  sum  not  in 
excess  of  $27,000,  plus  the  architects  fee  including  supervision 
of  6%  ($1,620),  or  a  total  of  $28,620.  We  believe  that  the  cost 
of  demolition  of  the  present  building,  without  any  recapture  on 
salvageable  m_aterial,  will  not  exceed  $1,500.  These  two  items, 
plus  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000  for  the  Town  Equipment 
building,  indicates  that  the  gross  cost  will  not  exceed  $35,120. 
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8.  There  is  already  set  aside  in  the  capital  reserve  fund  for 
Town  buildings  the  sum  of  $4,500.  Furthermore,  a  saving  on 
the  above  gross  figure  can  be  effected  by  eliminating  certain 
interior  painting  and  finish  items  from  any  contract  for  the  Fire 
Station.  The  Fire  Company  stands  ready  to  do  this  work  on  a 
volunteer  basis,  and  this  saving  would  amount  to  approximately 
$1,000.  These  two  items  bring  the  net  amount  to  be  financed  by 
the  Town  for  both  buildings  down  to  not  more  than  $29,620. 

If  error  was  to  be  made,  we  have  attempted  to  err  on  the  high 
rather  than  the  low  side  in  considering  any  estimate,  and  we 
believe  this  to  be  a  realistic  figure  which  can  represent  a  practical 
ceiling  on  expense,  and  when  final  bids  are  obtained,  it  is  quite 
possible  that  the  cost  to  the  Town  could  be  somewhat  lower. 
In  that  event,  the  architect's  fee,  being  a  percentage  of  the 
contract  price,  would  also  be  proportionally  lower. 

9.  We  realize  that  in  any  discussion  of  the  following  matter, 
we  have  exceeded  our  mandate  from  the  Town  as  expressed  by 
the  article  in  the  Warrant.  However,  upon  inspection  and 
study  of  the  preliminary  plans,  it  became  apparent  that  there 
would  be  space  available  for  other  purposes.  We  therefore  have 
made  provision  for  Selectmen's  offices  in  the  plans,  including  a 
vault  for  safe  and  permanent  storage  of  Town  records.  This 
appeared  to  have  a  bearing  on  the  matter  for  the  following 
reason.  Inclusion  of  Selectmen's  and  other  Town  offices  will 
not  alter  the  cost  of  the  building.  The  annual  rental  now  paid 
by  the  Selectmen  is  $360.00.  Assuming  the  town  finances  the 
proposed  building  over  15  years,  the  total  spent  for  rental 
during  this  period  will  amount  to  $5,400.00.  If  this  rental  item 
can  be  eliminated  from  annual  Town  expense  by  including 
Selectmen's  and  other  Town  offices,  this  amount  can  be  applied 
to  financing  part  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  building.  This 
potential  saving  convinced  us  that  office  space  should  be  con- 
sidered as  part  of  the  plan. 

10.  At  Town  Meeting  on  March  12,  1957,  the  Town  voted  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $500.00  for  the  expenses  of  this  committee. 
An  accounting  of  these  monies  spent  through  Dec.  31,  1957  is  as 
follows:

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CEMETERY  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Although  the  appropriation  for  the  cemeteries  was  only  $200 
for  1957,  $925  was  spent.  In  addition  to  the  perpetual  care 
funds,  $225  unexpended  balance  of  1956  trust  funds,  and  $80  in 
private  funds  were  spent.  Mr.  Mills  had  excluded  money  for 
hose  and  rakes  in  the  1956  trust  funds.  These  were  purchased 
this  year,  and  nearly  $300  was  spent  for  raking  and  removing 
leaves  from  the  three  cemeteries.  As  nothing  was  done  for  the 
past  several  years  this  was  a  major  expenditure.  It  was  also 
necessary  to  buy  additional  pipe  for  relocating  the  source  of 
water. 

In  the  past  $200  has  been  appropriated  and  the  balance 
ranging  from  $192  to  $355  in  the  past  5  years  has  come  from 
trust  funds  even  though  work  has  not  been  done  on  the  in- 
dividual lots.  There  are  no  funds  for  No.  1  cemetery,  and  the 
entire  cost  must  come  from  town  appropriations.  No.  2 
cemetery  has  adequate  funds  for  its  entire  cost;  less  than  half 
the  graves  in  No,  3  have  perpetual  care  funds.  The  trustees 
have  secured  several  additional  funds  this  year  and  hope  that 
the  number  will  be  increased  for  the  coming  year. 

This  year  only  $200  has  been  included  in  the  budget  and  we 
hope  this  may  be  increased  to  $300  so  that  the  driveway  in  the 
rear  of  No.  3  may  be  straightened  in  order  that  cars  will  not  be 
driven  across  the  graves  on  the  upper  side. 

As  it  is  now,  cars  are  driven  in  all  the  lanes  and  corner  stones 
are  uprooted  and  corner  graves  driven  on.  We  plan  to  have  a 
driveway  thru  the  center  to  the  hearse  house  and  then  right 
and  left  to  lanes  on  either  side.  If  this  is  done,  stakes  will  be 
driven  in  other  lanes  to  that  cars  will  not  be  driven  through. 
This  will  make  it  easier  to  keep  lots  in  better  shape  and  prevent 
driving  on  graves.  $100  has  been  estimated  as  the  cost.  If  not 
all  used,  the  balance  will  be  returned  to  the  town. 

We  had  hoped  that  an  additional  $50  would  be  appropriated 
for  work  on  lots  of  old  families  where  there  is  no  perpetual  care, 
and  no  descendants  are  known  to  the  trustees.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  The  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 

The  Francestown  Public  School  opened  this  fall  with  the 
following  staff:  Miss  Hazel  Clement,  teacher  of  grades  three  and 
four;  Mrs.  Martha  Colburn,  teacher  of  grades  one  and  two;  and 
Mr.  Earl  Magoon,  Jr.,  teacher  of  grades  five  through  eight; 
Miss  Ethelyn  G.  Edwards,  music  teacher  and  supervisor;  Miss 
Sybil  M.  Beatham,  R.N.,  School  Nurse;  Dr.  Louis  Wiederhold, 
School  Doctor;  and  Mrs.  C.  Gladys  St.  John,  School  Lunch 
Manager. 

With  the  development  during  the  past  school  year  of  an 
additional  classroom,  it  was  possible  to  employ  Mrs.  Colburn  on 
a  full-time  basis,  resulting  in  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  instruction  in  grades  one  and  two,  as  well  as  grades 
three  and  four.  The  comparatively  small  groups  in  each  of  these 
rooms  has  made  better  education  possible.  In  the  new  room 
which  incidentally  is  physically  one  of  the  finest  in  the  district, 
the  situation  is  one  which  still  leaves  something  to  be  desired, 
primarily  due  to  the  fact  that  four  grades  are  in  one  room. 
Even  with  the  expedient  of  handling  grades  five  and  six  as  a 
single  group,  and  grades  seven  and  eight  as  another,  the  teacher 
Mr.  Magoon,  is  still  involved  in  making  on  the  average,  a 
minimum  of  sixteen  different  preparations  each  day.  This 
situation  certainly  tends  to  limit,  to  some  extent,  the  educa- 
tional opportunities  available  to  the  young  people  of  these 
grades  in  Francestown.  In  addition  to  this,  the  teaching  situa- 
tion in  our  State  and  Nation  is  so  critical  that  a  teacher  can 
select,  to  a  considerable  degree,  the  type  of  position  he  or  she 
desires  to  hold,  and  in  most  instances  interest  would  be  in  the 
direction  of  a  single  graded  room.  In  view  of  this  factor  con- 
siderable turnover  in  this  position  is  expected,  causing  even 
greater  reduction  of  educational  opportunity  in  these  grades. 
Every  change  of  teacher  personnel  detracts  from  the  education 
of  children,  because  of  the  period  of  adjustment  necessitated  on 
the  part  of  teacher  and  children.  Francestown  should  look 
forward  to  the  day  when  no  more  than  two  grades  are  under 
the  supervision  of  one  teacher. 

There  are  two  general  solutions  to  this  problem,  first  is  that  of 
providing  additional  classroom  space,  or  second  sending  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  pupils  to  a  Junior  High  School,  either  in 
Peterborough  or  New  Boston,  or  to  a  Cooperative  School, 
which  is  being  discussed  by  interested  townspeople.  Either  of 
these  programs  would  cost  more  than  is  currently  being  spent 
for  education  in  Francestown,  but  the  money  would  buy  better 
education  for  the  Junior  High  School  pupils  and  also  the  re- 
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maining  fifth  and  sixth  grade  youngsters.  Approximate  costs  of 
additional  classroom  space  would  be  about  $4,000  for  improve- 
ments to  the  cafeteria,  plus  $3,700  for  the  services  of  an  addi- 
tional teacher.  The  additional  costs  involved  in  sending  young- 
sters out,  would  go  from  about  $5,000  per  year  for  tuition  and 
transportation  in  1958-59  to  about  $7,500  per  year  in  1963-64. 
These  estimates  are  based  on  attendance  at  Peterborough  where 
these  children  could  best  be  absorbed.  The  exact  costs  for 
having  these  Junior  High  School  pupils  attend  a  new  coopera- 
tive school  would  be  about  the  same  overall,  since  transporta- 
tion costs  would  be  less  than  those  required  to  Peterborough, 
but  instructional  costs  might  be  somewhat  higher.  Further 
explanation  of  these  costs  were  given  in  last  year's  report.  In 
either  case  the  educational  gain  would  far  outrun  the  added  costs. 
It  was  intended  to  include  in  this  report  some  facts  and  in- 
formation relating  to  a  Cooperative  School.  However  these 
facts  have  been  in  such  a  state  of  flux  that  no  realistic  informa- 
tion can  be  reported.  However,  within  the  Town  Report  will  be 
found  a  summarization  of  most  recent  meetings  relative  to  this 
matter.  The  development  of  a  Cooperative  School  such  as  is 
being  contemplated  should  come  into  being  only  after  very 
careful  study  of  all  facets  of  the  problem. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1958-59  calls  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $30,228.90,  an  increase  of  $861.24.  The  major  bulk  of 
this  increase  lies  within  the  payments  on  the  loan  authorized  at 
the  previous  school  district  meeting.  The  costs  of  Capital 
Outlay  have  decreased  over  last  year,  however  the  special 
article  for  improving  the  Cafeteria,  if  passed  would  add  to  this 
item.  The  passage  of  this  article  would  bring  about  several 
favorable  improvements  in  the  school.  (1)  A  sound  barrier 
between  both  floors,  (2)  A  brighter  room,  due  to  the  white 
ceiling  and  better  illumination;  (3)  Better  all  round  acoustics 
when  the  entire  downstairs  area  is  being  used  for  programs;  and 
(4)  Being  able  to  use  either  end  of  the  entire  downstairs  area  as  a 
stage. 

The  estimated  income  has  increased  by  $231.68.  This  is  due 
largely  to  State  Building  Aid  which  is  anticipated  and  tuition 
from  Lyndeborough  pupils. 

Conclusion 

The  Francestown  School  Board  and  I  wish  to  extend  our 
sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  Donough  Prince  for  his  generous 
gift  of  an  electric  refrigerator  for  use  in  the  Cafeteria. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Francestown  School 
Board  and  Citizens  for  their  helpfulness,  cooperation  and 
assistance  in  continuing  an  effective  educational  program.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 
1956-1957 

This  was  a  year  for  clinics  in  the  Francestown  Pubhc  School, 
The  two  final  clinics  of  the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  Program  were 
held  in  October  and  May  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Health 
Department  Nurse,  Mrs.  Hazel  Somes  and  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee  of  the  Francestown  Grange,  from  whence 
came  the  necessary  clerks  and  nurses  to  aid  in  completing  the 
program  begun  in  1955. 

During  the  first  week  of  April  the  children  were  tested  for 
susceptibility  to  tuberculosis  by  means  of  the  Patch  Test.  Mrs. 
Mildred  Aiken,  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Nurse,  aided  in 
this  work  and  will  aid  in  the  follow-up. 

In  May  a  dental  clinic  was  held  at  the  office  of  Dr.  Weathers 
in  Peterborough  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  P.T.A.  who 
assisted  by  providing  transportation  to  the  clinic  on  the  two 
days.  Pre-school  registration  was  also  held  in  May  and  all  of 
the  expected  pre-school  children  attended. 

I  made  twenty-one  visits  to  the  Public  School  to  carry  out  the 
work  of  the  year  and  weighed  and  measured  the  children  twice 
during  the  year.  There  was  much  chicken  pox  during  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  as  well  as  a  case  of  impetigo,  athlete's 
foot,  and  many  colds.  I  made  two  home  visits  to  check  on  the 
health  of  the  children. 

Dr.  Wiederhold  examined  the  children  during  the  month  of 
October  and  found  the  following  defects: 

Defective  teeth  18 

Enlarged  tonsils  14 

Athlete's  foot  1 

Heart  murmur  1 

Wax  in  ear  1 

Overweight  4 

I  examined  the  vision  of  all  the  children  by  means  of  the 
Snellon  Chart  and  two  were  referred  to  an  optician.  I  used  the 
puretone  audiometer  to  screen  the  children  for  loss  of  hearing 
and  found  none.

FIVE-TOWN  COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL  STUDY 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Five-town  Cooperative  School  Study  Committee  re- 
spectfully submits  its  conclusions  and  recommendations  to  the 
School  Districts  of  Antrim,  Bennington,  Francestown,  Green- 
field and  Hancock,  N.  H. 

These  towns  constitute  a  natural  geographical,  social  and 
economic  unit.  A  centrally  located  school  to  serve  these  com- 
munities seems  to  offer  an  unusual  opportunity  to  establish  a 
permanent  secondary  school  system  in  which  all  would  not  only 
share  the  expense,  but  more  importantly  would  have  a  vote  in 
management.  The  committee,  however,  considers  it  unwise  for 
the  proposed  member  towns  to  initiate  petitioning  action  for 
the  creation  of  a  cooperative  school  district  at  the  forthcoming 
district  meetings,  but  it  does  feel  very  strongly  that  the  program 
merits  further  study  and  considerations. 

The  basis  for  the  foregoing  statements  is  as  follows: 
1.  Operation:  An  analysis  of  conditions  and  costs  made  by 
this  committee  over  the  past  seven  months  indicates  that  a 
centrally  located  school,  with  a  high  level  curriculum  approved 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  to  serve  the  projected 
student  population  of  the  five  (5)  towns  for  grades_7-12,  can  be 
operated  at  a  per  pupil  cost,  including  transportation,  equal  to 
or  less  than  the  state  average. 
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2,  School  Plant:  Based  on  the  recommended  curriculum 
and  room  requirements  to  serve  adequately  a  school  population 
of  350  students,  a  floor  plan  and  cost  estimates  were  drawn  up 
and  submitted  to  the  committee  by  Alfred  T.  Granger  Associ- 
ates, Architects  and  Engineers.  The  committee  also  selected  a 
promising  site  in  Bennington  which  is  available  at  a  nominal 
cost.  These  combined  costs,  plus  interest  charges,  constitute 
debt  service  or  building  cost.  This,  in  effect,  is  the  "price  tag" 
or  added  cost  that  the  towns  would  pay  for.  It  appears  to  the 
committee  that  the  present  method  provided  by  law  for  dis- 
tributing these  costs  among  the  towns  should  be  modijEied  in 
order  to  arrive  at  a  more  favorable  apportionment. 

3.  Finance:  The  accompanying  tables  show  the  estimated 
cost  of  operation,  building,  and  distribution,  based  on  the 
present  law.
